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CHINA‘S FUTURE 


TO-DAY IN 
EUROPE 
By RANDOLPH 
‘ CHURCHILL 


Of tho cight questions which 
I recently submitted to Gen- 
eralissimo Franco, he answered 
seven. In previous columna, ‘I 
quoted his replics.

Even in Hong Kong, so close 
to the ‘scene of events, it is not 
easy to assess the importance of 
developments in China, "Civil 
war in China” is a phrase with 
an altogether too familiar ‘ring— 
so familiar, indeed, that it is too 
easily dismissed as .of little con- 
sequence, But it is not necessary 
to have a long memory to recall 
that China was the excuse for the 
first major act ‘of ageression, after 
World War I. Today, China is 
in a state of chaos, Divided be- 


tween the Central Government of. 


the Kuomintang headed by Gen- 
eral ‘Chiang Kai-shek and what 
are losely and perhaps mislead- 
ingly: termed the Yenin -Com- 
munists, thg country is drifting 
rapidly’ into. a disastrous civil, 
war. Every attempt: to reach a 
compromise breaks on the rock of 
mutual mistrust. Her economy is 
at a standstill, and graft and cor- 
ruption have assumed sufficiently 


[serious proportions to warrant the 


threatened cessation of, des- 


perately needed UNRRA sup- 
plics. Inflation and famine — in 
several parts of the country add 
to a gloomy picture, Throughout 
the war, and for the past twelve 
months, the , United States has 
heen committed to the support of 
the. Central Government, though 
there is not the slightest reason 
to doubt her sincerity in trying to. 
persuade , the opposing factions 
to come to a peaceable agreement. 
In this connection the work of 
General Marstiall deserves the 
highest praise. He would have 
donc the job if anyone could. 
Nevertheless, the fact that 
“America has supplied arms and 
officers to train General Chiang’s 
armies has made it dificult for 
her opponents ta regard her 
actions as entirely impartial. The 
hatred with which the more ex- 
treme of the Kuomintang’s sup- 
porters reg hgh} the Communists has 
made the .American task even 


Lmore-dificult,—It swauld_be_idle lagainst_Franco. But it petored s 


to pretend, moveover, that the 
Russians have not excited Ameri- 
can fears by a parallel backing 
of the Yenan Communists and 
hy their actions in Korea and 
Manchuria. The removal of 
vital industrial plant has served 
only to heighten the economic 
chaos. Therein lies the supreme 
danger of a widening gulf be- 
tween Russian and the 
States. A civil war in China 
brings the difference of views be- 
tween East and West far more 
sharply into facus than any dis- 
pute which -is being tackled over 
the conference . tables in Paris. 
The Far East is not on the agenda 
there, nor have its problems yet 
been ventilated by UNO. With 
so many difficulties much nearer 
home, it is casy to neplect a pro- 
blein which, though distant, may 
turn gut to be crucial to world 
peace, The: world cannot afford 
ta postpone much longer - 
sideration of an undeniable danger 
to its general peace,

Shum Chun Arrest 

In this reference, Richards 
was alleged to have stated that 
he had been arrested by tho 
Chinese authorities at Shum 
Chun in 1987 for being a sus- 
pected spy working for the Jap- 
anese, that he had served with 
the Japanese Consulate in Hong 
Kong for many years before the 
war and that Japanese planes 
successfully bombed a train en 
route to Canton from Hong 
Kong carrying arms‘ for the 
Chinese ‘us a result of his ad- 
vance information, ~ : 

Richards admitted that he 
was detained in 1937 at Shum 
Chun by the Chinese for being a 
suspected Japanese spy, 

Asked what work he had done 
for the Japanese Consul and 
Vice-Conaul, Richards said that 
he was un Chinese language 
teacher to the Consul and that 
he assisted the Vice-Consul : to 
get the services of the Central 
News Agency by using _ his 
name. The Central News Agency 
refused to supply their, service 
to the Japanese after the out- 
break of Sino-Japanese hoatili~ 
ties in 1937. 

Letters Produced 

Mr. Silva produced a number 
of. letters written by Yumoto to 
Richards and cross-examined 
him on many points, 

Asked whether he knew or 
suspected Yumoto as a_ secret 
Japanese agent in Macao, 
Richards replied that he did not 
think so, Richards finally agreed 
with Mr, Silva that it would 
appear from the letters that 
they (Yumoto and_ Richards) 
were the men behind the scencsa 
in collecting information re- 
garding the British . Consulate 
in Macao. Richards alleged that 
certain parts of the Icttera were 
apparently meant for Hironaka 
from Yumoto.
